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It is difficult to remember, at this halfway stage of the 1974 
motor racing season, that just over four months ago there 
were grave doubts about just how much sport we were going 
to be allowed. Week after week we had to carry gloomy 
stories about the fuel crisis and the general economic situa- 
tion which threatened to cut out motor sport altogether. 
For the time being at least, the cloud has passed over and 
since March we have witnessed one of the most open and 
competitive beginnings to a season in a very long while. In 
Fl of course we have a situation where it is almost too 
competitive for anyone to hundle and it is becoming very 
political; although the situation has not yet really affected 
any races and hopefully it never will. The racing politicians 
now seem as bored as everyone else with the situation and 
a final solution should be found shortly so that everyone 
can get on with the job in hand—racing. 

The racing in Formula One this year has been very good. 
At this stage, with nine out of 15 Grands Prix completed, 
just ten points separate the first four in the World Cham- 
pionship while the Constructors’ title is equally as close. 
Six drivers have won Grands Prix, three of them for the first 
time, five constructors and for the first time since 1972, two 
different engines have powered cars to victory. Just when 
it seems that one car/driver/engine combination is on top 
and going to clean up along comes somebody else. The 
situation could not be better and such an interesting and 
tense World Championship is just what was needed to tidy 
up the sport's shop window to give the public a clear view 
and replace that rather “unsociable” feeling that people 
had about it at the beginning of the year. 

‘On the domestic front in this country the year has turned 
out considerably better than forecast. The economic climate 
has deprived us of a number of international events but does 
it really matter looking at the sport as a whole? Generally 
crowds have been on the increase and the leading club 
formulae have proved they can provide the right sort of 
entertainment in their own right. F5000 has consolidated its 
already strong position, Formula Atlantic is gathering 
strength all the time as are all forms of production and 
special saloons. 

A great deal of the success of the year in this country 
must go down to improved promotion of meetings. We 
have always supported the involvement of radio in the 
spreading of the word and there is no doubt that the involve- 
ment of Radio One and Luxembourg has stimulated interest 
in motor sport and we sincerely hope that they continue to 
have a harmonious relationship with the sport. The fact 
that we are starting to break through in this direction is 
perhaps borne out by the intention of Radio One and at least 
two of the commercial stations indicating that they will 
cover the Tour of Britain next week. Another station is run- 
ning a competition next week for Grand Prix tickets and 
another of the commercial stations in London gives results 
of international race meetings and club meetings almost 
every Sunday. 

This sort of exposure can only be good for the sport— 
now we've got things moving in the right direction let's keep 
it _moving—cut out the politics and get on with good 
straightforward motor racing.

Although a representative from 
the FICA expressed that in no

of excepting FI entries. 

Strange though it may seem, 
when we spoke to several of 
the FICA members, they implied 
that certain officials of the CSI 
denied that the ruling on 
“excepting every Fl entry 
existed and that in fact what the 
ruling really meant was "a 
Festriction of the number of cars 
allowed to participate in each 
Grand Prix." Following the 
internal wranglings that occurred, 
Peter Mcintosh, on behalf of 
he FICA. issued. a statement 
which is printed below 
“Although not involved in the 
selection of the venue for the 
1974 French Grand. Prix, the 
Formula One Constructors Asso- 
ciation fully accepted the decision 
of the FFSA to hold this event 
at the Dijon circuit. In addition, 
the Association strongly suppor 
ted the policy of the CSI, which 
restricted the number of cars 
permitted to race to @ maximum 
of 22. 

“Having accepted this policy, 
the Association entered into an 
‘agreement with the race organ- 
gers covering all aspects of 
‘Association participation. It was 
mutually agreed that, due to cir 
cuit and pit restrictions, the entry 
for the ‘race would be limited 


at the discretion of the race 
Organiser. 

“In co-operation with the 
organisers and at their discretion, 


28 cars were invited to partici: 
pate in qualification. " Those 
entries that were not accepted 
Were Informed of the fact in due 
time. However, it would appear 
that’ some cars, excludd from 
qualification, arrived at the cir. 
cuit without the invitation of the 
Organisers, Yesterday the organ. 
isers informed these entrants that 


they would not be allowed to 
qualify but M, LeGuezec, a few 
minutes before practice "com: 


menced, informed the entrants of 
these cars that they could now 
compete 

Faced with this situation, the 
members of the Constructors 
Association unanimously agreed 
to back the organisers in uphold: 


ing their agreement and M. 
Balestre, the President of the 
FFSA, ruled that the uninvited 


cars should not be allowed to 
continue to participate in the 
qualifying session. 

The problem has subsequently 
been resolved between the FFSA, 
the CSI and the Formula One 
Constructors Association who 
have all agreed that the two 
offending cars should be allowed

FRENCH GP 


Ronnie restores status quo

It was a Ferrari on pole again, and Niki Lauda led away from the start, but this time it was 
a PS alongside and Ronnie Peterson was prepared to drive his heart out. For a couple of 
Taps he fell back, but then the 72's handling came in and he began to close again. Simul- 

ously the 312 B3 developed a mysterious front-wheel vibration, and Lauda started having 
‘ouble placing the car in the corners. Ending the 16th lap the Ferrari went wide in the fast 
turn leading on to the main straight, and the JPS closed up tight.

Those of us who had never been there had 
had formed an opinion that the new circuit 
at’ Dijon-Prenois in eastern France was 
mickey-mouse.”

Tt just goes to show you: always make 
your own mind up. The new circuit is short, 
and it is blessed with paddock facilities that 
are a bit rudimentary’ still, and there are 
Grivers who don't seem to find it much of a 
Challenge — but it makes for some marvellous 
race car watching. Half the track is all 
straight, a long, steeply uphill straight that 
levels off past the pits only just in time for 
that Important braking zone and the off.

From then on it's all corner, one swerve 
after another, descents and climbs strung 
together vertiginiously, a sequence of ultra 
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fast esses followed by a sequence of decreas. 
ing radius esses, hard braking through a dip 
‘and a downchange to second gear, and then 
‘a humped, fishtailing rise to the crest of an- 
other descent. From here on down to the 
beginning of the straight is one of the 
keenest sections on any road circuit in th 
World. Essentially it's one single, long, long 
right-hand bend, plunging always downhill, 
with one short straight bit entered over « 
hump which makes the best driver throw on 
‘opposite lock. The descent tapers into a long 
bend through the bottom of the dip, in the 
middle of which the road levels and then drops 
away again.

It was in this session that Lauda set pole, 
shaving just over a tenth of a second from 
his Friday time, still the only man to break 
into the 58 s bracket.

In the final session, in early afternoon in 
hot. dry conditions, as likely a foretaste of 
the’ race as we were going to have, Ronnie 
pulled out all stops and hoisted himself to 
the top of the session's time sheets and on 
to the front row. He did thie despite a delay 
with a cracked brake caliper pipe, and 
despite the session being flagged to an end 
approximately 12- minutes early. Under the 
same conditions Lauda very nearly equalled 
the JPS time, but not quite. Here was a 
splendid situation. There may have been a 
Brazilian heading the points tables, but 
somehow the dicing at this stage of the sea- 
son seems to be between two other men, one 
Austrian and one Swedish, and here they 
were going into the ninth GP side by side 
on the front row. 

It was an eventful day. The first session 
was stopped twice, to pull broken race cars 
in from the edge of the road. First, Merzario 
had his engine blow coming up the hill, and 
he rolled to a stop opposite the pits. A while 
later Brambilla had the centre of his left 
rear wheel pull out of the rim right in the 


middle of the all-out corner leading to the 
Straight. The orange March charged wildly 
into the catch fencing, mowing down every 
section it hit, shattering the plastic posts 
into flinders, and nearly went over the top of 
the guardrail beyond as it brought itself up 
short with a thump. The errant wheel 
bounded high over the fencing and the guard- 
rail and chopped a big dent in the top of the 
all spectator fence before vanishing into the 
woods beyond. Luckily, as there is no view 
of ‘the circuit from there, it being a valley, 
nobody was struck. The delay to clear up 
this mess and re-rig some of the fencing 
was some 20 minutes, 

There was another sensational thing about 
that first Saturday session, and that was a 
certain Tom Pryce doing a lap at 59.12 s. At 
that point, midway through the session, It 
was the quickest time of the session, and 
second only to Lauda's Friday best. 

Goodness, what a stir that raised! Other 
drivers started huddling together—this was 
in the 20 minute Brambilla pause—and talk 
started flowing about “kerb cutting” The new 
kerbing around Dijon is very low and at @ 


shallow angle, so jt wreaks no great hardship 
on a car to run over it. Indeed, from the 
first moment anyone saw the circuit they had 


the idea that some of the kerbings could be 
run over to advantage. Many drivers were in 
fact at least experimenting with this during 


practice 

So it had to be that Pryce was cutting 
corners, The McLaren crew chief actually 
took a minibike out to watch the last few 
minutes of that session—and sure enough, he 


saw Shadow No 16 ride up the kerbings with 
two wheels consistently and with all four 
Wheels twice. In fact, on one lap the Shadow 
drove ut least five feet inside the inside kerb, 
That settled It! 

‘When Tom was braced on the matter, 
though, he said, "Yes, I think 1 did get up

You see, if that sort of lap had come from

‘The young Welshman was certainly more 
than spectacular to watch. The black Shadow 
was always on opposite lock, always sliding 
wildly, almost everywhere outside the normal 
line on the grey matter at the exits; to use 
an expression, Tom looked like an accident 
bout to happen all round the circuit. But 
he was clear in his own mind about that, 
too, 

“Yes, other people have said 1 lock wild, 
but honestly 1 feel quite comfortable. The car 
is handling magnificently and I have total 
confidence in it. As for going wide of the 
line, well, the car really seems to get a 
00d bite out there 

"Tom Pryce is going to have a lot of people 
pulling for him at Brands Hatch next week. 

In the lunch break between Saturday 

sessions the dark sky began to spit rain. 
This dried quickly and the final session 
started, but there was rain visible straight 
in the eye of the wind and within 10 minutes 
it was upon us. Everybody stopped, fan for 
cover, and waited—except for one man. A 
red-and-white MeLaren drove back on to the 
track. on rain tyres. Emerson, of course. 
No. it's No 6 That's Hulme. [t can't 
Hulme!’ Hulme never goes out in the rain. 
Baby Bear Scheckter helpfully hung out a 
pit signal reading “RAIN,” but Ken Tyrrell 
Suggested the rain was too heavy for the 
driver to see it 

Tt was certainly an eventful practice. The 
rain stopped before it got heavy, and pre- 
Sently the surface was dry and soon after 
that the clouds blew away and the sun shone 
hot again. This was it, the last chance for 
eight drivers, whoever they might be, to 
become one of the 22, There was an air of 
distracted tension, and to walk down the hill 
to the middie of the fast final curve, just 
opposite the level spot, was to see some 
frightening. things. The’ cars came slinging. 
through right on the slithery edge of disaster, 
drivers working like fiends on the steering.

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trying to keep feeding power to back wheels 
that persisted In breaking away. To many of 
these drivers it may have been all a day's 
work, but to onlookers it was rare. 

‘Scheckter and Mass both looked superb 
through this section, both their cars stepping 
right. out’ over the hump and calling for 
Strong countersteer every time; unlike many 
drivers at this instant, however, both Jody 
wid _ Jochen flattened their feet on the power 
and held the front wheels akimbo, doing lony 
lovely, steady powersiides all the way down 
through the bottom of the dip and on up the 
beginning of the hill. 

T'was in this same section that Rega lost 
it, The Ferrari was singing through the bot- 
tom, engine chiming away hard, back wheels 
hanging out lap after lap, until finally they 
hung out too far. The car gradually slipped 
sideways beyond the point of no return, and 
the driver abandoned his attempt to hold it 
‘and helped the spin instead. Engine silent but 
tyres shrilling, the Ferrari slid at a tangent 
off the road, backwards, into the catch 
fences. Shreds of red plastic flew through the 
blue smoke. The fences. shivered. 

Clay climbed out and disgustedly threw 
body fragments away from. the car, but 
there didn’t appear to be too much dam 
and presently practice was halted yet again 
to tow the daunting red car away from the 
fastest point of the corner. The mule, weal 
ing IIT, came out for a while, and then the 
refurbished No 11 made a reappearance. 


Other things, good and bad, happened be- 
fore the day was out. Ickx had his new-for. 
Saturday engine go bad with a broken valve 
spring, so (here being a current shortage of 
fresh Cosworths these days) he had to have 
his sluggish Friday unit put back in. Depailler 
drove "the wheelbarrow” as hard as he 
could, but never repeated his first session 007 
time — however, after a meeting of concerned 
parties, he was allowed to apply the 007 time 
to the grid position of 006/2, Hailwood drove 

special sight to watch 
through curves, and just about 
equalled Fittipaldi’s best time as he did in 
Holland, so the two M23s started from the 
third row —for the race Mike selected his 
Tear, which was, for some unknown reason, 
quicker. Reutemann was gradually getting bis 
car handling right, although there was a bit

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too much oversteer. There was likewise t00 
much for Stuck, a sudden oversteer happen- 
ing in lefthand ‘corners, and this appeared to 
daunt him for he never qualified. Pryce, put 
on to harder race tyres, was not quite so 
Spectatcular in the afternoon, while Jarier, his 
wrist still troubling him as well as’ his 
engine going dead at one point, never replied 
to his new team-mate’s challenge. Hunt spent 
a lot of time running qualifying tyres, and 
the wear rate of these almost gave encourage 
ment to try them in the race. Prudence pre- 
vailed and he spent the afternoon arriving at 
a “pretty good” race set-up. The Hesketh 
was handling in an unsatisfactory way, he 
said, understeering through the middles of 
the ‘corners: it he tried to kill that with 
power he got sudden oversteer instead as a 
rear wheel picked up and spun. Watson, who 
has become one to watch, was this time 
troubled with an untraceable vibration some- 
where in the car as well as a general lack of 
response in the handling, but he suddenly put 
that all aside and improved well toward the 
end. His unhappy team-mate Pace hardly 
‘ever did any clean laps, the hastily-prepared 
car handling badly during the few intervals 
when It could be persuaded to run, and he 
failed to qualify. So did poor Larrousse, who 
changed into civilian clothes and strolled 
dejectedly around the circuit to watch the 
others having fun when his engine suffered 
terminal illness. 

For some reason the officials ended the 
session about 12m before everyone expected 
it, and several drivers, including Fittipaldi, 
had just gone out for their final effort when 
the chequered flag brought them in. So in 
some respects it was an unsatisfactory end of 
fan interesting day, but the pattern at the 
front seemed nicely gelled regardless. It

‘ment was cut short when the Aston’s bonnet 
came loose and finally fell off, but then some 
of us might not have been able to stand the 
exeltement any longer. ‘There were many 
other races with equally spirited motoring, 
fand competitors must be applauded for jeopar- 
dising thelr machines in such a competitive 
way. Other highspots in the spectators’ day 
Included excellent startline interviews by Chris 
Aylett and a sumptuous barbecue In the pad- 
dock afterwards. 

Radio Luxembourg, who had provided con- 
siderable pre-race publicity, came forward with 
Sponsorship for the Jaguar versus Aston 
Martin event, the first in the day over 10 laps. 
‘There was little doubt about the winner and, 
sure enough, it was a “home” car which won, 
for. Mike "Salmon (Aston Martin P212) 
smoked off the line to lead into Copse 
never to be headed. Behind him, there was a 
Jaguar duo dicing hard, with the XK120s of 
John Pearson and John Harper going at it 
hammer and tongs.

‘The smiling faces of Lancashire AC gathered 
at Longridge on Sunday to hold their second 
race meeting of the year at this highly 
individual circuit near Preston. With overall 
sponsorship of the mi coming from 
Renault dealers J. H. Nightingale Ltd, it wi 
natural that one of the star attractions should 
be a race for Renault 5s and the very repre- 
intative entry of these little cars delighted 
e crowd and proved well sulted to the 
cireult. Neil McGrath took the honours and 
the £30 first prize in the Renault race but 
competition for the most successful driver of 
the day lay between David Orbell (U2 Mk 11B) 
and John Kent (FF Royale RP16). The U2 
took ‘three first places including the Formule 
Libre final and the Clubmans/GT/Sports 
Racing events while the FF driver won both 
his heat and final as well as taking a heat of 
the Libre race and third place in the Libre 

First out were the Formula Fords and the 
first 15 lap heat was led from flag to flag 
by the Royale RP16 of John Kent with pole 
man Trevor Lowe falling back from second 
fon lap one to fourth behind Robin Maydew 
(Alexis 18B) and Bill Reece (Alexis 23) by the 
end. Heat 2 saw a very determined Nigel 
Haywood, starting from the second row, come 
through to the front at Weighbridge corner on 
lap two and stay ahead to the finish. Initlal 
leader, Bruce McMichael (Crossle 20) fought 
back but eventually fell to third behind the 
Merlyn Mk 25 of Trevor Wigglesworth:

From September last year, stemming from 
the political and economical circumstances of 
the fuel crisis, every affluent racing car market 
has been directly affected on the sales of 
high performance racing cars. These facts can 
be analysed, by a study of entries that have 
been recorded and the considerable number 
of last year models that are being raced. 

If one observes the current worldwide 
economic problems and severe inflation, the 
answer is logical as to why. 

‘To quote Patrick McNally's qualified view 

with the possi 

bility of a world recession becoming a reality, 
motor racing could well revert to its old 
amateur status, for sponsors are now cutting 
investment and are hardly 


‘This view, which I endorse, is beginning to 
be reflected in the advertisement sections, 
where even championship leaders are running 
Out of finance and are having to sell their 
cars and stop racing. 

Basic metal prices (recently eased) have 
in some cases been increased by 100 per cent 
since January. The manufacturer can absorb 
normal increases but abnormal costs cannot 


be retained and therefore are passed to the 
customer. As such, the problems are currently 
compounded, whereby with seasonal markets, 
the racing car manufacturer has to cater for 
a larger profit than an average company, both 
to finance his new developments and carry 
his overheads through the closed season. With 
the approximate cost reaching £10,000 to 
equip a Formula Atlantic car for an average 
race yield of €150, how and where is the 
finance to come from in the future, 

1 sincerely hope that worldwide motor 
racing will continue, but with the motor 
industry now accepting that their model range 
of cars must be aimed towards an economical 
mpg. there is @ political problem to be faced 
as well 

‘During the past six months, the question of 
“what is happening at GRD" is quite simple. 
‘The company has been diversifying its 
capacity, both in the engineering sections and 
experienced labour to yield a profitable return 
from products separated from motor racing. 
This policy, we beleve, has now readjusted 
a correct ratio for the future and will allow 
GRD to continue to retain a small section 
of our business, to cater for both our existing 
customers and what we believe will be a con: 
siderable decrease in future sales.

JENSEN FACTORY VISIT 


Impressive Jensen production 


By JOHN BOLSTER 


Well before the war, 1 knew Richard and 
Alan Jensen, first as builders of bodies on 
other “people's chassis and then as motor 
manufacturers in thelr own right. At. that 
time, they used traditional coachbuilding 
methods, but after the conflict they became 
outstandingly adept at the construction of 
glassfibre bodies, such as that of the Jensen 
CV8. They also proved their mastery of the 
modern pressed-steel monocoque by. various 
design exercises for the big manufacturers, 
‘as well as the complete construction of the 
big, Healey and the Sunbeam Tiger, for BMC 

and Rootes respectively. 
‘Of recent years, the brothers have taken 
a less active part and have now both retired. 
ino secret that the company has had its 


A Jensen Interceptor takes shape on the jig. 
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ups and downs. When Leyland took over 
BMC, they soon cancelled the Healey 3000 
contract, and a similar blow was sustained 
through ‘Chrysler killing the Tiger, because it 
had a Ford V8 engine. The CV8 was hard to 
sell, having a somewhat Chinese look instead 
of ‘the Italian line, which is now almost 
obligatory for costly cars. 

First stage in the recovery was to take 
what was virtually the CV tubular chassis 
and get a body designed in Italy—indeed the 
first steel shells of the new Interceptor were 
made in that country. It was decided that 
the Interceptor should be built to a higher 
standard of quality than any previous Jensen, 
with price a secondary consideration. In 
Addition, a less costly model, to fill the place 


in the market—and on the assembly line— 
of the Healey 3000 should be undertaken. The 
‘Americans were still shouting for the big 
Healey and British Leyland's MGC was a 
total flop, so it was natural for Donald 
Healey and Jensens to get together and 
produce the Jensen-Healey. 

All this has not been done without blood, 
toil, tears and sweat. There have been several 
changes of management and of the financial 
structure but now. there is a team which 
really believes in the company and its 
products. Leading the team is Kiell Qvale, 
who has the inestimable advantage of 
possessing a vast sales network for Europea) 
fars in the United States, where most of the 
cars are sold, 

I recently visited the Jensen factory at 
West Bromwich, which has been greatly 
expanded and employs more than three times 
as many people as only four or five years 
‘ago, if one includes the new factory iately 
‘opened in Wales. Production has now risen 
to 25 Interceptors and 105 to 110 Jensen- 
Healeys per week. Of the Interceptors, about 
half will be the new convertibles of which 
eight ‘or nine will go to the North American 
market, including Canada, and a goodly 
portion of the saloons, too, At least 80 
Jensen-Healeys per week will go to the same 
market. The demand in Australia is rising 
and in the nine-month period ending in 
December, 30 Interceptors and 75 Jensen. 
Healeys will have been sold to Japan. 

There has been a bottleneck In the supply 
of Healey hard-tops, due to an outside 
Supplier failing to meet the demand, 5 
Jensens have gone back Into the glassfibre 
game. In addition to rushing hard-tops to 
Impatient purchasers, they now make their 
‘own transmission covers and instrument panels 
for the Interceptor. 

‘Though the cars are buik side by side, 
different methods are employed ; while both 
bodies are of steel, the Interceptor has a 
twin-tube chassis but the Healey is of moni 
coque construction, The outer wing panels 
of the Healey are not part of the structure 
but bolt on, for ease of repair and reduced 
insurance premiums. The Healey Is built on a 
normal assembly line but the Interceptor 
requires more craftsmanship and only moves 
on a chain when it Is going through the 
Priming-dip and painting ‘booths. The body 
pressings for the Interceptor come from Motor 
Panels of Coventry and those for the Healey 
from Dowty, Boulton, and Paul 

The Jensen-Healey’ is of relatively simple 
shape but the Interceptor is more complex and 
Fequires a great many pressings. These are 
received straight from the press and undergo 
much trimming and hand-finishing. The two 
large tubes are welded to the body, the floor 
pan and front and rear diaphragms being 
Secured first. Then the rear and side pastels 
go on—different pressings for the convertible 
here—followed by the front wings, front panel 
to carry the grille, scuttle and roof. Bonriets 
and doors are fed in from the side as needed. 

‘The amount of electrical wiring on a modern 
luxury car is enormous, All Interceptors have 
air conditioning and the doors contain window 
motors, locks and speakers. A very heavy jig 
is bolted in place, allowing the front of the 
body to be hammered into shape to take the 
screen accurately. A somewhat similar arrange- 
‘ment ensures the perfect opening and closing 
of the rear glass panel and the hoods for 
convertibles are built up on a jig and are 
completely interchangeable. There's a vast 
amount of undersealing on an Intercept 
applied while the body is mounted on pivots 
and turned over, while a lot of sound-proofing. 
is applied before trimming. The trimming of 
2 car of the Interceptor’s class is a long and 
painstaking task, performed by craftsmen ; 
only Connolly's best hides are used. 

‘Construction is far advanced before the car 
meets its Chrysler engine with automatic 
transmission, Salisbury axle and Girling 
brakes with ventilated discs all round. 
Construction of an. Interceptor, from the 
moment when the tubes are placed on the jig 
to the end of the 120 miles road test, takes 
six weeks. Options include sheepskin centre 
partels for the leather seats and  louvred 


a 


bonnets for the saloon—standard on the con- 
vertible. 


The Jensen-Healey also meets its engine 
‘and suspension late in the game. The body— 
painted, trimmied, fully equipped and glazed— 
arrives on an overhead conveyor and finds its 
mechanical components laid out underneath 
It. Gently lowered with a hoist, it lands 
accurately on the front crossmember, which 
already carries the engine -and suspension 
parts, and the rear springs and axle. Suspen: 
sion and axle are by Vauxhall, gearbox. is 
Sunbeam Rapier, and the engine is the 2-litre 
Lotus 16-valve slant-four. The assembly only 

kes a matter of seconds and wheels and 
'yres are fitted at the end of the line, 


As I knew that a few teething troubles had 
been experienced with the Lotus engine, 1 
Interviewed Roy Marshall, the technical service 
supervisor. 

Oil leaks were at first a problem, that from 
the cam cover being cured by a’ gasket of 

ter specification. A leakage between the 
cam housing and head was remedied by the 
Use of a latex-dip gasket positively located by 
a hollow dowel. Excessive oil level was traced 
to owners, who did not wait for the oll to 
drain back from the top of the engine to the 
sump before reading the dipstick—a job much 
better done with a cold engine. Actual oil 
burning with new engines was experienced 
and has been overcome by fitting different 
piston rings, including 3-piece oll-control 
Tings. There was a tendency for oll to be 
drawn through the breathing system, which 
has been prevented by improving the crank 
ease ventilation, 

More serious was a delay in building up 
pressure after a cold start. Fhis was due to 
air on the pressure side of the pump and was 
‘cured by drilling a .05 inch hole—the leakage 
of oll through this back to the sump is of no 
consequence and does not affect the pressure 

s the relief valve is working at all times 

was this oll delay that was the 
se of some camshaft seizures, 
forcing the drive belt to jump a cog or two, 
but this has been eliminated by Increasing 
the bearing clearance by .001 of an inch and 
re-shaping the oll drillings. 

If the car was parked all night facing down 
hill, petrol could siphon out of the tank and, 
overcoming the needle valves of the Dellorto 

buretters, could flood into the engine. A 
little anti-siphon valve has overcome this 
problem, which never occurred on engines 
fitted with Stromberg carburetters to 
specification. The back axles have been blame- 
less and a tendency to slip out of gear was 
cured by replacing the rubber gearlever gaiter 
with a leather one. Complaints about the paint 
job on early cars have been avoided by 
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Hand smoothing Interceptor panels. 
Healey body comes out of the prim 


ved finishing techniques and a new 
insulating strip between mudguard and body 
has greatly reduced fretting at this point 
Some improvements to the hood have also 
taken place. 

Unfortunately, the first owners of a new 
model are apt to get loaded with such 
unexpected annoyances and it is at least a 
blessing that the troubles were really quite 
trivial. Colin Chapman should be grateful to 
Jensens for getting the bugs out of his engine 
before he started selling new Elites, The 
Jensen-Healey is now a sound and reliable 
‘car, with a lot more performance than the old 
big: Healey in spite of having only 2-litres 
instead of 3.
